The 17th annual manual arU

It is now equipped with 13 mod- 
ern machines and all the tools 
and other equipment necessary 
to carry on the course. Mr. An- 
derson planned and designed the 
Shop. 

When he first came, Mr. An- 
derson taught all sports except 
track for a number of years. He 
also taught manual training 
and physical education. He was- 
treasurer of the Undergraduate 
Association, collecting all the 
term fees and handling the ac- 
counts.

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EDITORIAL 


WHAT THE MARINE ASKED FOR 

Some months ago there appeared in tho Saturday Evening 
Post an article bitterly critical as to tho failings of the American 
high school curriculum. This protest was writton by Konneth Mer- 
rill, a Marine recently returned from aotive service, and though 
his suggestions lacked the understanding of the scholar who usual- 
ly writes on education, there can bo littlo doubt as to their gener- 
al wisdom. 

Various classes here in school have discussed the controver- 
sial topics brought forth by this challenging article, patricularly 
tho opinion that a classical courso should be given to only those 
who show interest in it. Tho juniors apd seniors who have dis- 
cused the matter are generally in favor of tho Marino's idea. 

For this roason we are pleased to hear of the changes which 
aro being made within our own school's curriculum in accordance 
with Mr. Morrill's pet peevo. Heretofore the class divisions in 
English havo been made entirely in response to the students' pre- 
vious rankings in that subject. Tho A and B students have been 
put in one class as far as the schedule has permitted with less 
regard for the difference of various noeds. Similarly, the B stu- 
dents, tho C students, and the D students have each boon grouped 
togethor in the assurance that at least no one will be seriously re- 
tarded by less capable classmatos. A change, however, has been 
anticipated in tho division of classes for next year. Students will 
be grouped in English classes according to tho course they are 
taking. Thus college preparatory students can be exposed to Chau- 
cer, Shakespoaro, and advanced work in composition, while their 
neighbors in the commercial, home economics, and manual arts 
courses will have some of the same material as well as other mat- 
ter specialized to fit each course. 

In order to accommodate this program it will be necessary to 
eliminate much of tho choice in subjocts previously open to fresh- 
men. Whereas this year a freshman had the choice of 11 different | 
combinations of subjects, next fall new students will have only the • 
four courses from which to seloct. All freshmen in the college 
preparatory course will be required to take English, algebra) La- 
tin, and general science. The other couraos will offer equally rigid 
curriculums. All will include English and general science. 

Those ehangos, slight as they may seem, are concessions to 
a world of progress and reality. They admit for the first time that 
in an age of specialization it is unnecessary to forco a classical cur- 
riculum on evory high school student, a fact which seomed so ob- 
vious to Kennoth Merrill when he found that “L'Allogro" and “II 
Pensoroso” didn’t help the situation on Guadalcanal. 

With this new plan the headmaster and trustees havo don a 
thoir part for the present, though more ambitious plans are in 
store for the postwar years. It is now up to the underclassmen ts 
back up the program by intelligently picking the eloctive subjects 
they will take noxt year. Too often has a subject been shunned 
merely because it has the reputation of being harder than others. 
It is timo for us to realize that tho honor roll is not the only mea- 
sure of success in a course. 

When the curriculum blanks aro passed out this spring, the 
school will have a chance to show oither cooperation or distrust in 
a new and liboral plan. Let’s not let that Marino down.

Food for thought this time 
was the question "What should 
Gould Academy and other higli- 
achools include in their curri- 
cula?'* We hear a great deal 
said about this matter now, es- 
pecially by returning service- 
men, who say that the classical 
subjects are neither practical 
nor suitable for them and many 
others, as they do not prepare 
them for any later work. 

Your opinions on this question 
varied. Mary Gibbs believes 
that high school pupils should 
have more chances to actually 
put to use some of their know- 
ledge while they are acquiring 
it. Therefore, a math class 
should get some practice by the 
practical application of survey- 
ing, just as a home ec class 
learns by actually cooking and 
sewing. 

Irene Wight, too, had . tho 
same idea, and she suggested 
more practical business experi- 
ence and training, perhaps by 
giving each .of the commercial 
students a turn fit helping out 
in the office. 

Francis Bean would like to 
see the addition of a course in 
agriculture with the school own- 
ing a farm and each agriculture 
student doing his own work in 
much the same way as the home 
ec cottage is run. He believes 
that both practical and classical 
subjects should be offered by the 
high schools, which would thus 
accommodate the student who 
plans to go on to college and 
the student who wishes to pre- 
pare directly for future work 
He says that plenty of physical 
education is Important, too. 

Amy Penner says Gould is 
fine the way it is, which is all 
right, too. 

Manual arts for girls are what 
Lillian Coburn wants, as w^ll 
us a pre-nursing course and ad- 
vanced courses in biology and 
chemistry. 

Nina Pierce thinks that 
trades should be taught for 
those who would not go on to 
college and also as a means of 
help in deciding exactly what 
life work they wish to follow.

ALUMNQS BAILS OUT 
OVER GERMANY 

Sgt. Harry Melcher, a ifiem- 
ber of the Class of ’43, was re- 
ported a German prisoner of 
war early this month after being 
listed for five weeks as missing. 
Melcher, the bombardier in the 
crew of a B-17, was lost while 
flying a spcolal mission over 
Belgium. Tlie lust time his plane 
was seen the crew was reported 
to have balled out. 

A native of Bingham, Maine, 
Harry Melcher spent his senior, 
year at Gould, playing on the I 
football and baseball teams and I 
enlisting in the Army Air Corps • 
Reserve in February. On reach-] 
ing 18 the following August l.e ! 
was called to Fort Devens to be 
assigned to basic training atj 
Miami Beach, Fla. In November 
he went on to Toledo University 
and later to Lowry Field, Col., 
to study as an airplane armore'*. 

| At his graduation late In May, 
1944, Melcher was offered an 
opportunity to go to technical 
officers’ trnlnlng school, but 
since this might mean ground 
duty he asked for a chance at 
gunnery school. He received his 
wings at Las Vegas Field on 
July 20 and was promoted to 
corporal. A month later he be- 
gan training as a bombardier at 
Avon Park Bombing Range, 
and at the completion of this 
advanced work he was sent with 
his crew to Dow Field in Ban- 
gor. Maine, for the flight over- 
seas. Early Inst December whei 
they reached England. Melcher 
was promoted to sergeant. His | 
crew has operated with a heavy j 
bombardment group in the 8th j 
Air Force since that time.
